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Certainly of primary interest to 
all of you in Tulare County during 
the past ten days -has been the 
passage of Assembly Bill 59, which 
greatly liberalized welfare pay- 
ments in the state of California. 
"his bill was strongly urged by 
Governor Brown and was support- 
ed by some state-wide organiza- 
tions, including the League. of 
California Cities and the County 
Supervisors Association of Califor- 
nia. Incidentally, our own su- 
pervisors, as you no doubt know, 
were unalterably opposed to this 
dill. 

I feel that this bill was put to- 
gether too hurriedly, and brought 
to a vote in the Senate in its 
amended form before the full im- 
pact of its provisions was realized. 
The bill passed the Senate by a 
vote of 30 to 9, with 7 Republi- 
cans, including your senator, and 
two Democrats voting against it. 
Since it needed 27 votes for pass- 
age, this was a narrow margin of 
victory. 

But so much is history. We 
must now consider the effect of 
this bill, constituting as it does, 
the social welfare policy and pro- 
gram of our state. It has some 
commendable features and to these 
I have no objection. Certainly 
you people know that I am not 
against weifare. But there are 
some provisions of this bill which 
should be of grave concern to all 
of us. 

First of these is that no one can 
predict the ultimate cost of this 
program. The Governor had pro- 
posed an increased expenditure of 
7% million dollars for social wel- 
fare benefits this year. A.B. 59 
would require an admitted increas- 
ed expenditure of over 28 million 
dollars by the State. How much 
more than this may be required; 
cannot be datermined. 

The offset of federal monies, 
particularly for hospital care, may 
be an advantage to a large urban 
county like Los Angeles, with a 
large percentage of hospital cases 
on welfare rolls...

Feed, and to the San Joaquin Val- 
ley Poultry Producers’ association, 
as well as to other firms in Tu- 
lare county and the San Joaquin 
valley. 

Although the limestone ctom- 
pany deals primarily in the whole- 
sale field, sales are also being 
made to individual poultrymen, 
with products delivered in bulk or 
sacked. 

“We feel that we are not actu- 
ally a mining operation,’ Nissen 
says, ‘‘since our business involves 
processing of a natural product, 
and prior to making the substan- 
tial investment that was neces- 
sary, we had to block out a suffi- 
cient supply of limestone, survey 
the market, and project our sales 
potential. 

“Things are going along as we 
anticipated, and we expect to be 
in business for many years, with 
the possibility that the operation 
may be expanded in future years.” 

Before developing the local proj- 
ect a number of limestone de- 
posits were checked in the central 
California area, Nissen says. The 
Porterville deposit turned out to 
be the best quality, and to have 
the most desirable chemical char- 
acteristics. 

Nearest direct competitors are 
at Victorville, in southern Califor- 
nia, and in the northern part of 
the state, near Sonora. 

Owners of the company, with 
Nissen, are A. R. McGuire, also a 
mining engineer; Harry S. Child- 
ers, Milo Erwin, Howard W. Tripp, 
and Arthur F. Cotton, all of Fres- 
no. 

Limestone ore now being 
mined in an open cut on the top 
of a ridge above the processing 
plant on property which was first 
mined for limestone in the early 
1900s and which is now leased 
from Frank IF. Berbera, of Porter- 
ville. 

Limestone is taken from 
hilltop deposit, carried in 71%-ton 
dumpster loads down a winding 
road to a large receiving bin from 
where it goes through a crusher, 
is carried by endless belt to a sec- 
ond bin and crusher, then by an- 
other endless belt to milling equip- 
ment and large loading bins. 

Final product appears as coarse 
or fine sand, or as a “flour” that 
is almost as fine as face powder.
